Nor have’ they yet created any 
particular industiles, though they have a primi- 
‘tive glass factory: where exceedingly cheap 
art'cles are produced. Foochow industries in: 
foreign hands have not progreaséd, The match 
factory and the saw-mill on the city side are. 
closed down, and the preparation of ten by 
machinery—an experiment in which was being 
-wied ‘on the occasion of my last visit—has 
ceased ita operations for some years, The only 
industry working was the saw-mill on the 
Nantai side, which [ found in full swing niak- 
ing: kerosene-ojl boxes as the general work.’

CHINESE COOLIE EMIGRATION,

US. Consul. Harry L. Paddock reports as 
follows concerning the emigration o! coolie 
labourers from Amoy to British India and the 
Straits Settlements pe ne 

Consideration of the local shipping in Amoy 
shows a steady increase in the tonnage and 
number, of ships entering and clearing. This 
is due-both to the incrensing imports aod. also 
to the enormous growth of emigration from 
this province, whence thousands of coolies pour 
out annually to furnish labourfor the Malay 
-archipelago. : oe ee 
. The Amoy coolie is'a splendid type of 
labourer. His outdoor life has neutralized, toa 
great extent, the evil effects of the opium habit 
Ho is of no mean mental capacity and his physi 
cal powers are wonderful, He isofa strangely 
un-Chinese type, more resembling the Spanish 
or Mexican than any other type in China, He 
is incapable of any work ‘requiring ‘a high

ACCIDENI ON. THE YANGISZE. 

There was a very swift current running in 
the Yangtze last.Saturday (1oth inst.). which. 
caused quite a number‘ of accidents amongst 
the native craft, About 11,30 a.m, a large junk 


‘becoming. unmanageable, struck the bows of 


the s.s, Vodyane lying alongside the Nisshia 
Kisen Kaisha’s upper hulk and ‘turned oo her 
side, the current carrying the boat down river; 
fioally she’ got across the bow of Messrs. But- 


terfield & Swire's lower-hulk where she wentta- 


pisces. * Later in the day another-large junk 
nd just’ finished discharging her cargo of 
cotton yarn into the Yohkyang Maru when 
the rope that she tied to the side of the 
ship with broke and the boat started to drift 
down river with nobody, on board. After 
striking the ss, Xianegu and sweeping. all the 
cargo boats away that were discharging into 
the shipshe got across Messrs. Butterfield and 
Swire's large pontoon where a crowd of natives 
‘jumped aboard and claimed her as a derelict, 
‘Another junk while trying to go’ up’ river 
against tho current wat swept scross the bows 
of the ss, Tutefing and got caught in the 
anchor chgio; it.was several hours betore she 
could get clear of the steamer. A sampan with 
12 natives on board while trying to reach the 
as, Aeang lying in the stream was caught 
by the ‘current and carried into the Nisbia 
Kisen - Kaisho’s lower holk, where she 
was capsized, Luckily there-.was .a big 
net hanging Irom the pontoon ever which 
the men climbed up. [f it bad not been for 
thé netting the whole lot must have been

ed‘ up until he was abreast of Messrs, 
Geddes & Co.'s pontoon where a sampan went
